The appeals of the Wheat Pool for 
loyalty on the part of members draws 
attention to the peculiarity of mem- 
bers of farm organizations which has 
always made it difficult for these to 
function successfully. A farmer will 
join the Pool, pay the withdrawals 
from the price realized for elevators 
and terminals cheerfully, extol the 
Pool and all its works at every op- 
portunity, and then deliberately sell 
part of his wheat to outside concerns. 
While this is fortunately not general 
among Pool members, it is still com- 
mon enough to cause wonder among 
outsiders and frequently keeps indi- 


viduals from joining who would 
otherwise be inclined to join forces 
with the co-operative dealers. The 


same thing applied to farmer owned 
elevators, Often the most promin- 


ent shareholder in one of these ele- 
vators would sell all his grain to a 
competing concern for no reason that 
was apparent to onlookers, There 
seems to be an element of suspicion 


which 


in the ranks of the farmers 


cannot be eliminated altogether by 
any ordinary effort. This is undoubt- 
edly disappearing to some extent but 
is still enough in evidence to affect 
any co-operative effort to a consider- 


able extent.

Sir Thomas Horder, 
physician in ordinary to the Prince 
of Wales, and physician to St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital, in presenting 
the annual report, said that the 
launching of the National Radium 
Fund might create in the minds of 


;|many people an unfounded belief in 


the complete potency of radium as 
a cure for cancer, Such a_ beliet 
might have very unfortunate results 
for the patient if carried into prac- 
tice in any case in which the growth 
was completely removable by oper 

ation. In the course of time radium 
might come to equal or even exceed 
operative measures in efficiency. 
At present, however, it was the 
bounden duty of the doctor, in very 
many cases, in his patient's interest, 
to overrule his antipathy to surgical 
measures. All the same, the number 
of cases to which radium was applic- 
able and the number in which bril- 
liant results were achieved increased 


every year. But Sir Thomas added 
that it was open to considerable 
doubt whether many of the institu- 
tions that were advertising for 


money to purchase radium had upon 
their staffs men or women qualified 
to use it. It might even be necessary 
to employ some of the money collect- 
ed in providing for such training in 
the use of a powerful but dangerous 
remedy.-Toronto Mail and Empire.
